Now is the time to 
buy flood insurance 


With hurricane season officially 
Starting June 1, the Federal Emer- 
ency Management Agency 
(FEMA), Alabama Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, and the Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Agency encourage renters and prop- 
erty owners--especially those in the 
Gulf Coast arca--to purchase flood 
insurance policies now to provide fi- 
nancial protection from floodwaters 
and storm surge. 

“Buying flood insurance is one of 
the most important things anyone 
can do to help themselves recover 
from a flood disaster, FEMA Direc- 
tor James Lee Whitt said. “Recent 
changes in the law allow us to make 
sure that more people have this cov- 
erage and keep it.” 

The National Flood Insurance 
Program (NFIP), administered by 
FEMA, makes _ federally-backed 
flood insurance available in commu- 
nities that adopt and enforce flood- 
plain management ordinances to re- 
duce future flood damage. “Coffee 
County is a participant in the NFIP,” 
Coffee County Emergency Manage- 
ment Deputy Director Terry Wilkins 
said. Currently, nearly 3.4 million 
NFIP policies representing over 
$330 billion worth of coverage are in 
force in more than 18,000 participat- 
ing communities. Flood insurance 
may be purchased from insurance 
companies and licensed insurance 
agents, 

“Homeowner's or business insu- 
rance policies do not cover flood’ 
losses,” Wilkins said. “This cover- 
age must be purchased separately) 
and you must keep in mind that there 
is a 30-day waiting period before the 
new flood insurance policy is effec- 
tive." For a single-family home, the 
maximum coverage amounts are 
$250,000 for the structure and 
$100,000 for its contents. Maximum 
coverages for businesses are 
$500,000 for buildings and 
$500,000 for contents. 

There are two important excep- 
tions to the 30-day waiting period. 
First, there is no waiting period fol- 
lowing the initial purchase of flood 
insurance when that purchase is in 
connection with making, increasing, 
extending, or renewing a mortgage 
or construction loan; the policy will 
become effective upon loan closing. 
Secondly, there is no waiting period 
if the initial purchase occurs during 
the 13-month period following the 
revision or updating of a flood insu- 


‘ rance rate map; in this case, the poli- 


cy will go into effect at 12:01 a.m. 
the day after purchase.

Bids received by the state for the 
project were higher than expected; 
therefore the wording of the agree- 
ment had to be revised. 

Tindell noted that nothing has 
changed concerning the county's in- 
volvement in the project. It will re- 
quire no county funds, The county 
will provide engineering services 
and will make the necessary inspec- 
tions of the bridge construction. 
Funding will be by the state and City 
of Elba - $310,200.00 from the state 
and $40,100.00 from the city.

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Another lawsuit filed against Elba

Lawsuits continue to plague the 
City of Elba. Two have been filed re- 
cently, but this time they are not 
wrongfully termination cases, but 
dealing with real estate. 

Reverend Hirrom Williams, min- 
ister of the New Abundant Life De- 
liverance Ministries has filed a 
$250,000 racial discrimination suit 
in federal court claiming the city 
council refused to sell the auditor- 
ium of the old Elba High School. 
The church is presently leasing the 
property. 

Williams charges in his suit that 
the council approved the sale of the 
gym of the former school to a white 
businessman but refused to sell his 
predominately black church the 
property they are leasing from the 


city. 

The details on the gym sale are 
that businessman Ken ‘English, 
oprating as English Diversified Prod- 
ucts, could acquire the property un- 
der the Alabama Industrial Develop- 
ment Act, but since he is not actively 
employing workers in the building in 
accordance with that law, the agree- 
ment is considered by some as being 
null and void. However he is still 
paying the regular lease payments, 
according to City Clerk Henry Clark. 

Alabama law spells out how real 
estate, owned by a municipal gov- 
emment, can be sold. Unless it is 
covered under the industrial develop-

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Budgets passed, signed into law

One of the most important re- 
sponsibilities of the Alabama 
Legislature is to pass the state 
buxigets. Each year, the governor 
sends his proposed budget to the 
legislature, which is broken 
down into the general fund bud- 
get and the education budget. 

Over the course of several 
months, the House and Senate 
hold hearings and committee 
meetings to modify the govern- 
or's proposal. It seems that this 
process is always long and 
drawn out, with a final budget 
usually not passed by the House 
and Senate until the last day and 
sometimes not until the last few 
minutes of the regular session. 
This year was no exception, 

The most debated part of the 
budgets this year was money in- 
cluded to be used by members 
of the House and Senate in their 
respective districts. “Pork” is 
nothing new. It has been put in 
budgets for years. But this year 
it became a particularly sticky 
point when Governor James 
threatened to veto the general 
fund budget which included $4 
million in pork spending. Final- 
ly, the governor agreed to sign

the money until next 
year when the gov- 
emor would have an 
opportunity to re.

Dear Ferrin, 

Although I usually read my week- 
ly Clipper with enjoyment, I could 
not contain my bewilderment at the 
front page news I read this morning 
(July 8, 1996). The June 6th Clipper 
noted that an Elba jury had awarded 
a Troy man thirty-five million dol- 
lars in a lawsuit against Yamaha Mo- 
tor Company; I believe this reflects 
the degree to which self-serving in- 
terests, greed, and a “bleed the big 
corporations dry” mentality have 
come to infiltrate Alabama's legal 
system. 

My letter is not directed towards 
Jason Barron or his family; I have 
nothing but the utmost compassion 
towards their plight. Rather, may I 
offer the modest proposal that the 
jurors in this case and Alabama’s fu- 
ture plaintiffs and jurors strongly 
question the basis for such astronom- 
ical settlements? Placing a dollar 
amount on suffering is a daunting 
task, certainly--but where does sensi- 
ble compensation give way to ludi- 
crously irrational pocket-stuffing? 

Alabama has become the focus of 
national attention recently in light of 
the outlandish awards made by juries 
in the state. Such phrases as “jackpot 


justice”, “lawsuit lotto”, and “tort 


hell” have become standard descrip- 
tions of our state’s legal system; we 
have become an object of derision in 
legal circles. George Priest, profes- 
sor of law at Yale, cynically noted 
that, “There is nothing like Alabama 
in the history of the American legal 
system. It is a system that is very 
close to being out of control.” Is this 
the image we desire for our state? 
Consider that the award in this 
single case equaled the total punitive 
damage awards in Alabama’s appel- 
late courts from the years 1984- 
1988. Even if Yamaha had indeed 
been negligent in producing the 
four-wheeler product involved in 
this case, I cannot fathom how the 
colossal sum of $35,000,000 was 
deemed to be a justifiable award in 
one single suit. Apparently there is 
the perception that it is perfectly jus- 
tifiable to bleed the coffers of any 
defendant that has “Inc.” in its name. 
Again, I realize that it is a heart- 


breaking task to decide how much 
money can compensate for suffer- 
ing--yet this does not constitute an 
entitlement to untold riches, 

As a social and fiscal conserva- 
tive, I am not advocating state- 
imposed caps on torts; instead, I am 
writing to urge future Alabama jur- 
ors to think carefully before agreeing 
to record-setting financial awards, 
Such an escalation of awards has no 
rational basis, dramatically increases 
the number of superfluous lawsuits 
in the state, and ultimately increases 
a bar needlessly via forced 
layoffs in the defending corpora- 
tions, 

If an individual, group, or compa- 
ny is indeed negligent to the point of 
causing harm or suffering, they 
should certainly pay appropriate 
compensation; in that light, however, 
I leave the uncomfortable but neces- 
sary task of reevaluating the defini- 
tion of appropriate in the hands of 
Alabama's future jurors.

Dear Editor: 

Recently the Coffee County 
Commission approved placing the 
E-911 (enhanced 911) referendum 
on the June 25 ballot for the voters 
of Coffee County who are not pres- 
ently served by this service. 

An E-911 system cannot be in- 
stalled unless approved by a referen- 
dum, since the installation and 
equipment will have to be paid for 
by telephone subscribers. Initial cost 
of the system is estimated at 78¢ a 
month for each customer. This is es- 


25th 


timated to cover the maintenance 
cost of the system and would not be 
enough to support additional facili- 
ties or salaries, 

Currently, Elba has a 911 system 
and the City of Enterprise already 
has the E-911 system. The enhanced 
system provides, through the use of 
a database and monitor system, the 
ability of the dispatcher to have cer- 
tain information available when a 
person calls in on 911. Currently, 
when an emergency call comes in to 
the Elba police department on 911, 
the dispatcher has to spend extra 
time trying to get information on the 
location and any other pertinent 
data. 

With E-911 comes an automatic 
number and address capability. If 
someone is having a heart attack, 
cannot talk, new to the area, or is a 
small child - they may not be able to 

ive needed information. In case the 
ine is disconnected, the dispatcher 
can re-establish contact. Personal in- 
formation at an address can be put 
in the computer database such as 
elderly person's medical problems, 
specific medical needs, the presence 
of small children, etc. 

If the referendum is approved on 
the June 25 ballot, it could be up to 
36 months before the system is op- 
erational. Many issues have to be 
completed before the system is in 


ce, 
One of the major items to be 
completed is the mapping and ad- 
dress conversion process of the cit- 
ies/towns and areas outside of the 
City of Enterprise. Some streets may 
have to be renumbered and a few 
Streets with the same name may have 
to be changed. Routes and box num- 
bers will probably be changed to 
street addresses, 
Having an E-911 enhanced emer- 
ency number service can save lives. 

ere are areas within Coffee 
County where 911 is not available 
and/or the current emergency tele- 
phone service is occasionally sty- 
mied by a caller’s inability to give 
coherent, complete, and/or accurate 
information to an emergency re- 
sponder. 

Residents are encouraged to sup- 
port this updated and advanced form 
of emergency telephone service to 
the citizens of Coffee County which 
would enhance the safety of our 
community. This is a tremendous 
service to our citizens and could 
save lives. Please go vote YES on 
June 25th for this valuable service.

Elba W&E Board considering surge 
protection for electrical system

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday, June 11th and 
heard a presentation on a program to 
lease surge protectors to users of the 
Elba electric system. The units are 
designed to filter out electrical surg- 
es which can damage electronics and 
other household appliances. 

No decision has been made, but 
board members are considering of- 
fering this additional service to the 
citizens. 

The board approved an ad- 
vertising program in co-operation 
with Alabama Electric Co-op. The 
wholesale power supplier will pay 
50% of the cost of approved ad- 
Vertising in The Elba Cliper and on 
WELB/WZTZ. 

Monthly bills totaling $28,665.99 
were approved for payment. This in- 
cluded $14,034.98 for electric in- 
ventory, $8511.61 for water in- 
ventory, $1448.40 for vehicle repair 
and maintenance and $162.00 for 
water treatment chemicals. 

Water supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported the water department 


handled 49 work orders, including 
repairs to 26 leaks. He noted that 
continuous testing of the water sup- 
ply has shown no problems which 
would alarm ADEM. 

He said that a drinking water 
problem on Highland Drive is being 
solved by regular draining of the 
lines. 

Board Chairman Tim Johnson re- 
viewed the financial statements with 
the board and noted the hot summer 
electrical use has caught up with the 
department. He explained that usage 
was about a million KWH above 
billing for the past month. It will be 
cool fall days before the utility bill- 
ing “catches up” with this surge. 

Expenses are still up year-to-date. 
He said this is due largely to the add- 
ed expenses of Hurricane Opal. 

Accounts Receivable were at 
$2492.80. Johnson discussed one un- 
named business account which was 
behind on payments. Board mem- 
bers stressed this customer should 
keep payments up, just as other users 
must do. City Clerk Henry Clark 
was instructed to inform this custom- 
er that the bill must be paid. 


State agencies combine efforts to 
slow drivers down in work zones 


The Alabama Department of 
Transportation (ALDOT), in con- 
junction with the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, recently im- 
plemented a pilot program called the 
Construction Zone Traffic Control 
Program. 

Under this program, the transpor- 
tation department will determine the 
need for traffic enforcement and 
speed control in selected major con- 
struction work zone areas. 

The department of public safety 
will allocate troopers in marked pa- 
trol cars to be stationed at or near the 
specified construction site to monitor 
traffic. 

Troopers assigned to the detail 
will focus on aggressive enforce- 
ment of the limit and other 
traffic laws in and around the con- 
struction work zones, 

They will also be available to as- 
sist motorists and provide other ser- 
vices as necessary, 

“Road contractors are all to famil- 
iar with the horrors of work zone ac-

cidents and fatalities,” said Trans- 
portation Director Jimmy Butts. 


“ALDOT research indicates that 
this year, approximately 20 people 
will die and 500 more will be injured 
in work zone accidents on Alabama 
roadways,” said Butts. 

The construction and mainte- 
hance projects designed to improve 
the interstate and highway systems 
in Alabama require department em- 
ployees, as well as private contractor 
personnel, to work in areas of close 
proximity to moving vehicles, 

“On-going efforts to improve our 

State’s roadways often result in re- 
stricted use of the roadway and traf- 
fic congestion,” said Maj. L. S. Ray, 
Chief of Public Safety’s Highway 
Patrol Division. ‘Motorists should 
remember to obey reduced speed 
limits and drive with caution in these 
areas, 
“The new enforcement program 
will help ensure the safety of both 
workers and motorists in road con- 
struction zones.”
